HOUSING. 

If  there  is  one  question  that  women  should  be  interested 
in  beyond  all  others,  it  is  the  question  of  Housing. 

The  Progressives  held  a  splendid  record  -  in  this  respect. 
Jhej  cleared  the  Boundary  Street,  the  Clare  Market,  and 
many  other  slum  areas,  and  erected  healthy  accommodation 
thereon,  and  bought  -and  developed  Estates  at  Tooting, 
it^ottenham,  Norbury,  Millbank,  and  elsewhere  for  the 

erection  of  Worlcmen's  Dwellings  and  Cottages.  These 

schemes  were  all  connected  with  Tramway  extensum  schenaes, 
so  that  working  men  and  women  and  their  families  might  live 
in  clean,  convenient,  healthy  homes  at  low  rents  and  in  fresh 
air,  and  might  have  easyaccess  to  their  work.  The  Moderates 

have  not  eieared  a  singis  slum  area,  though,  unhappily, 
many  still  exist ;  they  have  reduced  the  Housing  Schemes 

of  the  Progressives,  and  they  have  endeavoured  to  dispose  of 
land  obtained  for  that  purpose. 

FOODS,  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

The  Progressives  instituted  the  system  of  Testing  Weights 

and  Measures,  and  have  saved  the  housekeeper  from  fraud, 
while  protecting  the  honest  trader.  They  have  also  initiated 
legislation  against  Impure  Milk.

ORIGIN. 

In*  1892  the  Progressives  found  that  some  of  their  Contractors 
(iiot  the  best)  were  sweating  their  employes,  both  as  regards  the 
wages  paid  and  the  hours  worked.    As  a  result  they  determined 

that  a  Schedule  of  wages  to  be  paxd^d  the  hours  to  be 
worked,  based  on  that  agreed  between  the  Trade  Unions  and 
the  Employers,  should  te  fixed  for  each  contract,  and  that  the 
Contractors  should  pay  a  penalty  if  they  felled  to  observe  the 
(^ndiMons  of  this  Schedule.  In  reply  the  Contractors  boycotted  the 
Council's  work,  for  when  tenders  were  asked  for  the  York  Road  Sewer, 
the  lowest  sent  in  was  nearly  double  the  .Kngineer's  estimate.  The 
Council,  acting  on  the  advice  of  its  Engineer,  instructed  its  own  Main 
Braanage  Staff  to  carry  out  this  work  by  the  direct  emplo3m[ient  of 

labour,  with  the  result  that  the  work  was  exeouted  at  a^rico 
below  the  Engineer  s  estimate. 

^  With  this  example  before  them  the  Progressives  determined 
to  iaaugazate  a  r^ular  Work«  Department  to  which  a  certain 
^portictti  (about,  say,  one  half)  of  the  Council's  work  should  be 
entrusted  for  execution  at  the  estimate  of  the  Council's  Engineer  or 
Architect.  To  prevent  any  possible  chaige  of  collusion  between  the 
Estkaadng  0£ice^and  the  Works  Department,  the  latter  was  kept  as 
an  entirely  separate  organisation,  and  each  Committee  was  instructed 
to  obtain  the  estimate  of  the  Estimating  Officer  before  the

OPPOSED  BY  THE  MODERATES. 

Erom  the  commencement  the  Works  Department  has 
been  subjected  to  the  strongest  opposition  on  the  part  of  the.

SUCCESSFUL  UNCER  PBOCRESSWE  RULE. 

In  1902  the  Progressiyes  determined  that  the  Works  Committee 
should  be  formed  of  those  only  (t.c.,  Progressives)  who  believed  in 
the  Department  and  were  willing  to  work  for  its  snccess,  and  thus 
all  the  Moderates,  except  one,  the  Deputy-Chairman  of  the  Council, 
irere  excluded  from  the  Committee.  Tlianks  to  this  policy  the  works 
executed  since  1902,  estimated  at  about  £2,975,000,  have  been  carried 
out  by  the  Works  Department  at  more  than  10%  below  the 

estimate  of  the  Engineer  or  4xehite<^  responnble  lor  tlie 
design  of  the  wor£ 

RUINED  BY  THE  MODERATES. 

By  a  fote  on  the  28th  July,  1908,  the  Modemtes,  being  in  pow»r, 

decided  to  end  the  Department  and  sell  off  all  its  plant  and  works. 

The  London  County  Council  is  thus  once  more  delivered  over 
wholly  into  the  hands  of  the  Ccmtraotoni.  Eleetors  should 

ssk  themselves  this  question: — 

"  Is  it  not  probable  that  the  existence  of  the  Works  Departmoit 
"  kept  down  prices,  and  that  its  disappearance  will  tend 
"  to  raise  prices  and  assist  the  formation  of  rings  or 
"combines?*'  - 

STARVED  TO  DEATH. 

During  the  last  two  years  of  its  existence  the  Works  Department 
was  carried  on  under  the  greatest  difficulties.  The  Moderates  only 
gave  it  £236,000  of  work  to'do  and  took  away  work  to  the  value 

of  £297,000,  which  had  been  placed  with  it.  Meantime  it  has  been 
debited  with  heavy  standing  charges  for  rents,  inteimt,  and 
repayment  of  capital,  taxes,  salaries,  and  office  expenses,  though 
starved  for  want  of  work.  The  ratepayers*  money  was  thus 
grievously  sacrificed  as  well  as  in  the  hnai  forced  sale  of  all 
the  plants  tools,  and  materials. 

A  deadly  blow  was  dealt  to  the  Department  immediately  the 
Moderates  came  into  power  in  1907.  The  previous  Council  agreed 
that  it  should  construct  a  sewer  at  the  Engmeer's  es^mated  cost  of 
iB297,000,  and  all  the  plant  and  staff  had  been  got  ready  to  carry 

out  the  work.  The  Moderates  stopped  this,  and  asked  for  tenders 
Irom  the  Contractors  in  competition  with  the  Works  Department, 
but  before  doii^  so,  published  (agauist  the  practice  of  the  Council) 
not  only  the  Engineer's  Estimate,  but  also  that  of  the  Works 
Department  itself.  A  Contractor  obtained  the  work  at  about  12^% 
below  the  Enoineer's  Estimate,  but  as  during  the  last  eight  years 

the  Works  Department  had  saved  19^%  on  the  Engineer's 
estimate  for  similar  sewer  works,  the  Council  cannot  be  s^d 
to  have  gained  by  this  transaction.  ^

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Th«r®  is  also  on©  class  of  children  whom  the  Council  has 
l^^,dcial  power  to  deal  with,  who  for  their  own  sakes  and  for  tJie  sake 
of  others  deserve  special  care,  and  for  whom  hardly  ai^thing  ha»  - 
heen  done— the  Epileptic  Children.  There  are  still  about  500  out 
of  550  of  these  children  untouched  by  the  London  Education 
Authority,  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

But  even  in  the  case  of  the  ordinary  children,  the  lack  of  proper 
accommodation  is  disgraceful.  You  may  go  to  school  after  school 
aad  find  the  Halls,  which  should  be  used  for  physical  exercise,  for  air 
space,  for  assembly  where  the  corporate  life  of  the  school  can  be 
maintained  and  developed,  crowdecf  with  classes.  You  will  find  the 
Art  rooms,  carefully  planned  and  built  for  practical  work,  so  useful 
to  the'  children  in  after  life,  diverted  from  their  proper  use  to 
ordinary  class-room  purposes.  And  worse  still,  you  will  find  that 
child  after  child  has  been  sent  about  from  school  to  school  seeking 
accommodation  and  finding  none,  until  at  last  some  Head  Teacher, 
under  the  eye  of  the  office,  thinking  much  of  oi^anisation  and  little 
of  education,  has  been  persuaded  or  forced  to  transfer  other  children 
up  or  down  out  of  the  classes  suited  for  them  in  order  to  make  room 
for  the  little  wanderer. 

This  zeal  to  save  money  by  refusing  to  leave  "a  little  elbow- 
room  "  in  the  schools  also  results  m  two  or  three  children  in  the  same 
family  having  to  go  to  two  or  three  different  schools, 

II.  — The  Council  is  also  grievously  behind  in 'th«  matter  of 
modernising  the  old  buildings.  There  are  still  many  schoola^ithout 
halls ;  many  schools  in  which  the  light  glares  into  the  teacher's  eyes 
instead  of  being  on  the  left  of  the  child ;  schools  in  which  class-rooms 
are  passage  rooms ;  schools  in  which,  instead  of  giving  the  lead  to  the 
Board  of  Education  in  the  matter  of  small  classes,  we  are  not  yet  on 
the  level  of  their  requirements,  whicli  we  ought  long  ago  to  have 
anticipated  and  improved  upon.  There  are  still  schools  which  have 
not  sufficient  rooms  for  the  Head  and  the  Assistant  Teachers.  Even 
in  the  case  of  those  schools  which  the  Education  Committee  recom- 
mends for  modernising — some  six  each  year — ^so  many  difficulties 
are  placed  in  the  way,  that,  instead  of  18  having  been  done  during  the 
reign  of  the  Municipal  Keformers,  they  have  been  so  Moderate  in 
their  action  that  only  9  have  been  completed.  It  is  a  matter  of  urgent 
necessity  that  all  the  schools  which  need  modernising  should  be  dealt 
with  speedily,  as  well  as  that  there  should  be  no  delay  in  building  the 
new  s<mools  required  by  the  Board  of  Education.

After  a  long 
delay  ^during  which  Elagstatis  loomed  larger  than  food)  the  children 
are  at  last  being  fed  out  of  the  rates,  but  again,  true  to  their  old  name, 
the  medical  treatment  is  being  arranged  for  only  in  a  Moderate  half- 
heprted  manner,  Hospitalii  at  long  distances  from  a  large  number  of 
the  schools,  involving  long  journeys  for  mother  and  child,  loi^ 
waitinr^,  loss  of  at  least  half-a-day's  work,  probable  loss  of  grant  owing 
to  the^jhild's  absence  from  school,  are  to  be  used  instead  of  School 
Clinics  within  easy  distance  of  each  group  of  schools.  And  even  in 
this  Moderate  arrangement,  nothing  is  being  done  for  the  teeth, 
though  all  experts  acknowledge  that  the  future  well-being  of  a  child, 
both  personally  and  as  a  citizen,  depends  largely  on  the  teeth  being 
properly  attended  to  between  the  ages  of  5  an^  15. 

It  only  requires  a  httle  imagination  on  the  part  of  the  Ratepayer 
to  see  that  money  spent  ib  secunug,  by  means  of  ten  years'  treatment, 
the  health  of  the  future  generation  is  a  thoroughly  good  investment. 

IV. — ^The  same  evil  influence  of  the  Moderates  has  been  at  work 

on  the  Evening  Schools.  If  there  is  a  set  of  people  who  ought  to  bo 
encouraged  and  fostered,  it  is  those  who,  after  long  hours  of  work,  are 
willing  to  come  to  education  and  training  in  the  evening.  But 
instead  of  encouragement  they  have  been  met  with  restnctions; 
schools  have  been  closed,  eager  pupils  not  allowed  to  take  the  subjects 
they  most  want  in  schools  they  have  got  attached  to ;  a  mechanical 
bureaucracy  has  beei^  allowed  to  hinder  the  work;  and  the  latest 
proposal  is  largely  to  increase  the  fees.'  The  humanising  side  of  the 
work,  so  important  in  a  place  like  London,  where  the  largo  majority 
of  emplovments  need  no  evening  practice  or  instruction,  is  in  cCanger 
of  being  t3elittled,  and  at  the  same  time  the  Polytechnics  are  in  revolt 
against  suggested  restrictions. 

y. — ^There  are  one  or  two  important  matters  on  which  new 

legislation  is  inevitable.  Under  Mr.  Balfour's  Acts  and  the  dual 
system  of  schools  they  set  up,  the  chance  of  promotion  to  the  highest 
positions  in  thefr  profession  is  denied  to  many  of  the  teachers. 
Further,  many  of  the  non-provided  schools  are  small  and  old  schools, 
which,  though  remodelled,  will  still,  to  quote  the  architect,  "  when  all 
is  done  fall  very  far  short  of  the  standard  which  has  obtained  for  the 
last  20  years,  and  therefore  .  »  .  .  the  Council  must  be  prepared, 
I  am  afraid,  to  regard  even  these  as  only  fulfilling  their  purpose  for 
a  limited  time." 

Sbch  ought,  for  purely  educational  purposes,  to  be  i^laoed  by 

one  large  school,  built  and  arranged  on  Avhat  experience  has  proved 
to  be  the  best  p^ns^  and  non-provided  managers  should  be  prevented 
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from  causing  difficulties  by  choosing  to  have  schools  of  one  department 
only,  so  disorganising  the  accommodation  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Legislation  is  also  probably  wanted  to  prevent  children  who  are 
eager  to  stay  on  at  the  school  they  lore  and  whose  parents  are  willing 
for  them  to  stay,  from  being  turned  out  of  school;  for  if  they  can 
continue  their  education  only  for  a  year  or  two,  it  would  be  Uttle  use 
their  going  to  a  secondary  school  for  so  short  a  time.
